Danish Landsthing Rejected 
Trealy for Cession of Islands, 


Vote Stood 32 to 32—Two of the 
Votes Against Sale Were Cast 
by Legislators Who Were 
Brought into the House 
Almost Dead. 


Copenhagen, October 22—The landsthing 
today rejected the second reading of the 
bill providing for the ratification of the 
treaty between Denmark and the United 
States in regard to the cession of the 
Danish West Indies to the latter country. 
The vote stood 32 to 82—a tie. The an- 
nouncement caused the greatest excite- 
ment in the house and demonstrations on 
the part of the spectators. 

The predominant sentiment throughout 
Denmark is undoubtedly pro-sale, and 
the rejection of the treaty is attributed 
chiefly to a domestic political effort t) 
embarrass the government and bring 
about the resignation of the ministry. 
The question of the sale of the islands 
may not remain dead for any length of 
time. The inability of the rigscag to 
agree on a policy for bettering the con- 
ditions of the islands is expected to be 
a factor in again forcing the sale question 
to an issue. 

The cabinet held a meeting immediatciy 
after the rejection of the bill, and the 
ministers unanimously agreed that ihe 
action of the landsthigg did not necessi- 
tate their resignation. 

The result of today’s vote was douotful 
until the last moment. One member haG 
not taken a definite stand, and it was un- 
eertain whether two sick members wouid 
‘be able to attend. The age of these men, 
Thygeson and Raben, are 97 and 8i years 
respectively. Both had been expected to 
die for several weeks past; they were 
poth tedridden at their homes, 150 miles 
from Copenhagen, but they were brought 
to the city.

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Assuming Rectorship of St. Andrews, Garnegie De- 
clares Great Britain Need Not Hope for Material 
Ascendancy==He Urges a United Europe 


St. Andrews, Scotland, October 22.—An- 
drew Carnegie was today formally in- 
Stalled as rector of St. Andrews univer- 
city in the presence of a large and bril- 
liant assemblage, over which Principal 
Donaldson presided. 

Mr. Carnegie’s rectorial address con- 
sisted of a lengthy study of the compara- 
tive growth of nations in the paths of 
industrial ascendancy, with a striking 
commentary on their future. 

In his speech, which Was replete with 
notable statistics and important eco- 


nomic prophecies, perhaps the most re- 
markable feature was an appeal to Em- 


peror William to use his influence to-: 


ward the eventual ereation of the United 
States of Europe, under the form of a 
political and industria] union. In this 
way alone, Mr. Carnegie declared, can 
Europe conquer the foreign markets or 
repel the American invasion. France, 
Germany and Russia, who had already 
taken joint action against Japan, would 
Suffice to insure a satisfactory union in 
Europe. 

“The czar,” he continued, “having 
taken the first step toward the peace of 
the world in The Hague conference, the 
other mighty emperor might some day 
be impressed with the thought that it is 
due to himself and to Germany to play 
& great part upon the wider Stage of 
Europe as her deliverer frtm the incu- 
bus which oppresses and weakens her, 


A 


the appalling, paralyzing fear of war and 
of ruin between members of her own 
body.’’ 

Dealing with the events which cause4 
the industrial supremacy, “once yours, 
but now passed to your lineal descend- 
ant, who bears the industrial crown,” 
Mr. Carnegie maintained that it waz a 
physical impossibility for Great Britain 
to produce material things rivaling in 
amount those of countries the size of 
America, Germany and Russia, nor would 
a union of the empire change the situa- 
tion, for “neither Canada nor Australia 
gave promise of much increase in popu- 
lation or industrialism. All thought of 
material ascendancy even with the Brit- 
ish empire united must therefore be aban- 
doned.”’ 

Mr. Carnegie spared his Scotch audience 
no details. “America,” he said, “now 
makes more steel than all the rest of 
the world. In iron and coal her produc- 
tion ts greatest, and it is so in textiles. 
She produces three-quarters of the 
world’s cotton. The value of her manu- 
factures is about triple that of your 
own. Her exports are greater and the 
clearing house exchanges at New York 
are almost double those of London.” 

Germany, the speaker asserted, now 
threatened to oust Great Britain even 
from second place. 

“There is no escape,” said Mr. Car- 
negie, “from the influence of magnitude 


which gathets as it rolls and must finally 
conquer.”

WAR DECLARED ~ 
ON CIGARETTES 


W. C. T. U. Hopes To Be Rid 
of them in About Ten 
Years. 


Portland, Me., October 22.—Much time 
was devoted to two important resolutions 
by the national Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union here today. Both were 
adopted. The first was in effect: 

‘That we stand committed to the prin- 
ciple and practice of compulsory scientific 
temperance instruction for al] pupils in 
all public schools of this country.” 

The second was that “we respectfully

teaching on this subject in our public 
schools has the approval of men of ac- 
knowledged eminence in science, and has 
never been proved false.” 

Mrs. E. B. Ingalls, superintendent of 


the department of anti-narcotics, sybmit- 
ted a report which was in part as fol- 
lows: 5 

“In a circular sent out at the beginning 
of the year I said if we work quietly, 
easily and keep at it, tne cigarette will 
be driven out of existence in ten years. 
A very careful statistical examination 
has been made by educators of boys drawn 
by lot. This table shows the average ef- 
ficiency of non-smokers is 95 per cent, 
that is 9 per cent out of 100 would ac- 
quire a good education. On the other 
hand, only five out of one hundred cigar- 
ette smokers could hope to battle suc- 
cessfully agannst the mental inefficeincy 
produced by the cigarette habit.’

New York, October 22.—Dr. E. Styles 
Potter was the first witness at today’s 
session of the Molineux trial. Witness 
admitted he was present as an expert 
for the prosecution and had received 
up to this time $1,960. Asked by former 
Governor Black if these facts had any- 
thing to do with loss of his notes since 
the last trial and his inability to remem- 
ber what was said by Mrs. Rogers and 
Cornish, Dr. Potter said he could not 
account for the loss of his notes. 

After Police Captain George McCluskey 
had identified exhibits of handwriting and 
told of his submitting them to experts, 
Joseph J. Koch, the keeper of the letter 
box place, said that in June of 1898 he 
received a letter signed Roland B. Moli- 
neux, .asking the cost of a private letter 
box. He sent a circular containing his 
rules and terms to Molineux in Newark. 
Later a young man came to his place 
of business and hired a letter box. The 
man guve him the name of H. Cornish. 

Cornish, who: was standing in the body 
of the court room, stood up. 

‘Ig that the man who hired the letter 
box?’ asked Mr. Osborne, 

“It is not.” 

“Did this defendant here hire a letter 
box from you?” ex-Governor Black asked. 

‘*No.’’ 

“Charles D. Allen, a chemist in the color 
house of H. Constant & Co., was called 
to tell of his association with Molineux 
in Morris, Herman & Co.’s color house 
in Newark. He said Molineux had use of 
the laboratory. 

“Did you write this letter?” asked Mr. 
Osborne, showing witness a paper and 
envelope. 

“TY did. I wrote tt and signed it and 
mailed it at Mr. Molineux’s request. My 
initials appear under his name.” 

The letter was offered in evidence after 
Mr. Osborne had explained that it was the 
letter Koch received, asking for the mag- 
azine “Studio,” and to which he replied 
by inclosing his circular giving among 
other things the terms for private letter 
boxes. 

Ex-Governor Black objected to the ad- 

mission of the letter, and Justice Lam- 
bert reserved his decision. 
William J. Kinsley, the handwriting 
expert, identified some of Molineux’s 
writing and then declared that the so- 
called Harpster letter, written to Fred- 
erick Stearne & Company, in Detroit, was 
written by the same hand. 

Mr. Osborne offered the detter in evi- 
dence and ex-Governor Black objected on 
the grounds that it is incompetent, under 
the ruling of the court of appeals, and 
that it tends to connect and acuse the 
defendant of a crime other than that for 
which he is on trial. 

Justice Lambert overruled the objection 
and the letter was read to the jury. 

Kingsley testified that in his opinion 
Molineux wrote that letter, and also three 
others, giving the address 1620 Broadway, 
signed “H. Cornish,’ and asking for 
samples of patent medicines. 

All were admitted in evidence despite 
the objection of counsel.

chamber of commerce met this afternoon 
for the purpose of considering a very im- 
portant question. This was that the 
American Tobacco Company, of New 
York, with factories in New York; Rich- 
mond and Greensboro, N. C., fs desirous 
of locating a plant in Macon, but require 
certain concessions from jhe city before 
deciding to locate — here. 

The meeting this afternoon was taken 
up with matters pertaining to this ques- 
tion. M. V. Richards, land and industria] 
agent for the Southern railway, made a 
speech in which he said that he hoped 
the city would see fit to accept the terms 
offered by this company, and so enable 
them to bring their big plant to this city 
Mr. Richards reminded the gentlemen of! 
the chamber of commerce that the inter- 
ests of a railroad were identical with 
those of the country through which it 
ran. For this reagon, he, as a represen- 
tative of his road, was interested in the. 
development of this city and the sur- 
rvuunding country. 

The attention of this tobacco company 
had been called to Macon ag being the 
best place to locate a plant in this 
State, and they are anxious to do so. 

The company employs the services of 
one thousand or twelve hundred girls, 
and they would wish to ascertain if such 
help could be gotten in this county. 

The chief requirement of the city, how- 
ever, is that the tobacco company be 
given a building, suitable for their work, 
for the term of six years by the city. 

They claim that, with the untrained help 
of these girls, it would take that amount 
of time for them to get on a paying 
basis. The girls would receive from $5 to 
$12 per week and would be taken from 
the country if possible. 

After some digcussion on the part of fhe 
chamber of commerce, in which nothing 
was settled, the meeting was adjourned.

ELECTRIC LIGHTS WENT OUT. 


Offices in Part of the Business Sec- 
tion of City Were Without Lights 
for Five Minutes Last Night, 
‘Turn on the gas, the lights are ~out.”’ 
This was the order given in a number 
of offices in the center of the city about 
$ o'clock last night, when, for some | 
cause unknown to the public, the electric 

lights suddenly flickered and faded. 

For about ten minutes considerable in- 
convenience was suffered by those who 
needed the burning electric juice to help 
them in their labors. 

The trouble did not affect the lights in 
all parts of the city, but only in a 
limited area immediately in the business 
portion. 

J. N. Ely, chief electrical engineer for 
the Georgia Electric Company, when seen 
last night and asked as to the nature 
of the trouble which caused the lights 
to go out, said that it was on account 
of the grounding of one of the feed ca- 
bles which leads out from the main sta- 
tion to the distributing station on Ala- 
bama street. 

“It was one of the main cables carrying 
about 2,300 volts, which is an exceedingly 
high pressure,” said Mr. Eley, ‘‘and for 
a few minutes just the place where the 
trouble was could not be located. 

‘“‘No one can be blamed, for it was One 
of those things which cuuld not. be help- 
ed, and which is liable to happen In the 
very best electrical system. We were 
prepared for just such an emergency, and 
as soon as the trouble was located it was 
remedied and the lights were on in about 
ten minutes. It was not at all serivus.”

LIBRARY PLANS SUBMITTED. 


Architects Send Drawings to State 
University. 

Athens, Ga., October 22.—(Special.)— 
Haralson Bieckley, of Atlanta; A. Biair, 
of Macon, and C. Choate, of Augusta, 
architects, have submitted plans to the 
chancellor of the university for the pro- 
posed new library. These plans are, of 
course, preliminary to the action of the 
board of trustees when they meet, which 
will probably occur within the next ten 
days in Atlanta. : 

Messrs, Choate and Blair were in Athens 
today, while Mr. Bleckley sent his plans. 
They are sealed and wil} not be opened 
till the meeting of the board; so it is 
impossible to give any idea of them. 

The new library was given to the uni- 
versity during the meeting of the educa- 
tional conference held here last session. 
It was the gift of one of the members, 
not to exceed fifty thousand dollars, and 
dependent upon the action of the Georgia 
legislature in supplying sufficient money 
for maintaining it. 

The library is the heat of the univer- 
sity, and it is imperative that a depart- 
ment, possessed of such important func- 
tions, should be better provided for. In 
the centennial year the teygislature ep- 
propriated a sum of money to build a 
dormitory and a diniag hall. The hal)s 
were built, the durmitory is crowded to 
its utmost capacity, t:« dining. hall ac- 
commodates one jundred and fifty two 
boys, its limit. ‘<his is a proof of the 


‘fact that the university oviy asks what 


she is absolutely obliged to have. If the 
library 1s assured it is probable that ar- 
rangements will be made by which the 
new college will bé turned into a dormi- 
tory, thus giving accommodations to 
boys who need them badly. 


CUT TO DEATH WITH HATCHET. 


Many Wounds on Body of Negro 
Found Near Augusta. 
Augusta, Ga., October 22.—(Special.)— 
At the coroner’s ‘Inquest today over the 
body of Ed Griffin, Dr, Morgan, the 
coroner’s physician, after the postmortem 
examination, described the wounds as fol- 

lows: 

“One cut on the right side of forehead, 
penetrating the skul/; another on right 
side of lower jew; -fracturing the bone; 
two on the right cheek, both penetrating 
the bone; one deep cut on right side of 
the neck, behind left ear; a contused, 
ragged wound ower the left eye, fractur- 
ine the: skull, “All evidently done with 
the shdfp edge of a hatchét or small ax, 
and two wounds on the back of the head, 
made with a blunt instrument, possibly 
the back of the hatchet.’’ 

The officers of .the law are still seek- 
ing evidence against.

The 
negro and Shinn differed about a settle- 
ment, and Shinn discharged a load of 
shot*in the negro’s side with effect, 
and after a surgical operation all the 
shot except three or four were extracted, 
and the negro’s condition, though it at 
first appeared fatal, is: proving less se- 
rious and he wil] likely recover. Mr. 
Shinn telephoned the sheriff here yester- 
day that he would come up and ‘sur- 
render if wanted. and was in town today, 
but no prosecution has been instituted.

He Attempted To Assault Colored 
Girl, and on Promise Not To 
Lynch Whites Did Not In- 
terfere—Prisoner At- 
tempts Suicide. 


Columbia, 8. C., October 22.—(Special.)— 
A strange negro was stripped to his 
waist, tied to a tree and whipped with 
buggy traces until the skin was broken 
in a hundred places by a mob of blacks 
at Anderson, 8. C., yesterday. 

He tramped into the town in the after- 
noon and attempted to assault one of 
his race. She screamed and the man ficd 
across the river into Greenville. A mob 
of negroes followed, captured him and 
brought him back, and on a promise not 
to lynca him the white people permitted 
them to administer the punishment. 

Armed with buggy traces, they fairly 
flayed him, being encouraged by the 
women present, who at times adminis- 
tered a few lashes. After the severe 
punishment of the lash had been inflicted 
to the entire satisfaction of.all present, 
the negro was released and soon disap- 
peared. 

Prisoner Attempts Suicide. 

D. W. Hopkins, a waite mah, made sev- 
eral attempts at suicide in a ceil in the 
station house at Anderson yesterday. He 
was arrested for drunkenness. 

Shortly after being placed in jail he 
took off his suspenders and tied them 
around his neck and then tied them to 
an iron bar across the top of his cell, 
only a foot or go above his head, and al- 
lowed his feet to drag the floor. He was 
strangling when some negroes in an ad- 
joining cell noticed mim. They gave the 
alarm and one of the guards, who was 
standing nearby, ran in and cut him 
down. Twice more he swung himself up 
by his underclotaing, but each time 
was cut down. Then he tried to butt his 
brains out against the sides of the cell. 
Finally an opiate was administered, 
which put him to sleep. 


V. T. SANFORD IS ACQUITTED. 


Former Tax Collector of Floyd Makes 
Shortage Good. 

Rome, Ga., October 22.—(Special.)—For- 
mer Tax Collector V. T. Sanford was ac- 
quitted by the jury of the charge of em- 
bezzliement of county funds, 

While Sanford was tax collector of 
Floyd county, a shortage of approxi- 
mately $40,000 was found in ‘ais accounts, 
and he was arrested on a charge of em- 
bezzlement on two charges, one by the 
county for $18,000 and one by the state 
for $22,000. The United States Fidelity 
and Casualty Company, of Baltimore, as 
Surety, paid the shortage and caused ac- 
tion to be brought. In the meantime San- 
ford turned over his property, consisting 
of one of the finest farms in the state, 
a large number of horses and other stock, 
together wita a farm in Florida and city 
lots in Rome, to the fidelity company, 
which was sufficient to Hquidate the 
claims of that company. 

Sanford is one of the best known and 
most popular men in the state, and that 
he could be criminally responsible for the 
shortage no one who knew him believed 
for a moment, and this faith of ais 
friends has been proven true by the ac- 
tion of the jury which has just cleared 
him of the charge. ,

This wes practically determined yes- 
terday morning during a meeting of the 
commission on the Louisiana Purchase 
exposition, which was held in the. office 
of the commissioner of agricukure at 
the capitol. Tais commission is com- 
posed of W. H. Venable, member from 
the state at large; Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture ©. B. Stevens, State Geologist 
w. S. Yeates with an advisory board 
composed of two members from each of 
the congressional districts. 

A number of the members were present 
at yesterday's meeting and Professor 
Yeates presented figures showing what 
other states in the south and north had 
accomplished in the way of arranging 
. for an exhibit at the big exposition. The 
se commission was a unit in declaring that 
| - Georgia's great resources and products 
should be properly shown to the world 
in an exhibit that would do credit to the 


etate. 
Committees Were Appointed. 

A committee was appointed to address 
a letter to the various boards of trade 
throughout the state acquainting the 
members of such bodies with the desires 
of.tae commission, and these boards will 
be asked to do what they can to further 
the movement. Municipal and county of- 
ficers will be communicated with and the 
pans for a representative exhibit will 
be explained to them. It is expected that 
the movement will receive general recog- 
nition and encouragement. 

Another committee was appointed to 
investigate thoroughly the lega! points in 
the matter; to ascertain whetaer the leg- 
islature can legally appropriate any sum 
of money for an exhibit of the character 
contemplated and as soon ag that cum- 
mittee is ready to report, further action 
will be taken. If the committee decides 
there is no legal point in the way, the 
‘legislature will be immediately petitioned 
to set aside a sum ef money that will 
guarantee the state a splendid exposition 
of Georgia products and Pesources at the 
St. Louis fair. 

Speaking of the matter yesterday a 
prominent member of tae commission 
said: 

“Georgia simply cannot be without 
proper representation at the 8t. Louis 
exposition. Fifty or seventy-five thou- 
gang dollars can be spent on a building 
and exhibit that will do a great deal of 
good for the state. Unless a representa- 
tive exhibit can be made we t as 
well not make any exhibit at all. Any- 
thing less than a good exhibit. would do 
harm to the state, and I feel sure the 
legislature will recognise the importance 
of aaving the best exposition of Georgia 
products that can be had."

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WHILE ON DOTY 
W. F, Stovall, Assistant Station Mas- 
ter at Union Depot, Dies 2uddenly. 


HEART FAILURE CAUSED DEATH 


Mr. Stovall Was About Sixty Years 
Old, and Had Been Employed at 
the Depot for About 18 
Years—Leaves Wife and 
Several Children. 


W. F. Stovall, of 111 Grant street, as- 
sistant station master at the union de- 
pot, suddenly dropped dead while on 
duty and standing near one of the trains 
under the car shed about 8:30 o'clock last 
night. 

While Mr. Stovall has not been in good 
health guring the past few months, nav- 


ing recently recovered from a severe at-’ 


tack of fever, yet his sudden death came 
as an unexpected shock to his many 
friends, who had seen him during the 
past several days attending to his work 
at the depot. The immediate cause of his 
death was supposed to be heart failure. 

Mr. Stovall, as assistant station master. 
has been in charge of the depot at night 
and had reported for duty last evening 
at the usual time. He seemed to be well 
as usual, and chatted pleasantly with 
some of his friends in the baggage room. 

Upon the arrival of tne Georgia pas- 
senger train from Augusta, at 8:30 o’clock, 
he went out to give directions to one of 
the brakeman. After giving the instruc- 
tions he turned and began talking to 
one of the employees who was standing 
near the end of the coaches. He seemed 
to be tired and leaned against the steps 
of the car, and as he did so suddenly fell 
forward on his face. He was unconscious 
before any one reacned him, and died 
within a few minutes after falling. He 
was carried into the baggage room and 
several physicians summoned, but as 
none arrived for some time relatives or- 
dered the body to be removed to the un- 
dertaking parlors of H. M. Patterson, 
where it was prepared for burial. 

Mr. Stovall was about sixty years old, 
and had been assistant station master 
at the depot for about elghteen years. 
He is survived by his wife and several 
children. His brother, Sam Stovall, is 
a conductor on the Soutnenn railway, 
and left the city at noon yesterday in 
charge of No. 38, the vestibule for Wash- 
ington.
